How Framework of Shipt Under Con­ 
struction for Uncle Sam W ill 
Be Held Together. 


Tho framework of (he wooden ghlps 
which ore now being built for the 
United Stub s Emergency corporation 
Will not lie held by even a single metal 
nail. 
They will be pinned together 
with treenails rut front the trunks of 
live oak or yellow locust trees. 
There are two or three causes for 
the use of wooden nails. 
One Is the 
great need of Iron and steel in other 
lines of war activity where wood 
could not be used, and another is that 
the wooden pin Is lighter than a metal 
one and less expensive. 
•Each ships hull will require STIO,OOO 
of the treenails, and they will he 
fastened In pluce by splitting each 
end Mild driving in a white oak wedge. 
Kuch ship will require 000,000 wedges. 
It Is said that the wooden pins are 
more quickly put In place than are 
metal ones. 
Treenail* are 24 inches long, an 
Inch and a quarter In diameter and 
perfootlv round. 
They are used to 
fasten the filii ilk a to the boat frames. 
Soon after a vessel Is launched the 
pins swell to a snug fit in the fram e­ 
work. 
Timber for the ships comes from 
the sawmills In 00-foot slabs 14 Inches 
through, and Is then worked Into the 
different sizes for the framework and 
tfldiug.

Iii an article called “ Voluntary Un- 
Honing” In Woman's Home Compan­ 
ion. a writer says:

This, In Itself, has helped the saving 
of wheat very materially, as people t 
do Bot fu m y atule bread.

housewife, in her own home baking, 
bus learned this valuable lesson also. 
Fhe puts her freshly baked bread 
away to stale for 12 or 24 hours. For 
Hinny yours English baker’s bread bus 
been so g ood and

government 'regulation 
buker’H bread Is, for the most part, 
Ho unpalatable that women have be­ 
come home bakers. 
They mix the

comes within the rations. 
The supply 
of flour being so limited, pastries aud 
cukes have become rarities in stores 
bud 
restaurants, 
ami 
luxuries 
in 
homes.'' 


Barrier to Sight of Stars.

End of Landmark in the Shenandoah 
Valley Recalls an 
Interesting 
Civil W ar Story. 


The razing of the Hillman tollgate 
house takes awny a historic landmark 
in the lower Shenandoah valley. 
It 
was constructed iii IMO, bel ore tiler'* 
were railroads in this section, and It 
was a part of tho thoroughfare from 
Tennessee to Alexandria, 
Va., and 
often 20 to 30 wagons could be seen 
in a line milking the trip to und from 
the boats at Alexandria. 
The first toll was collected at gate 
No. I by Simeon Hillman, and he con­ 
tinued to collect toll until Ids death 
in 1800. 
From 1800 to I SOU the gate 
was k “pt by bjs widow, Charlotte Hill­ 
man, when, on account of w ar condi­ 
tion*, the gate “was abandoned until 
ISO.'*. 
Tho house was struck by a 
shell Just before th** Battle of Kerns- 
town. 
It was at this gate that Charlotte 
Hillman held up (lei.* nil Sheridan and 
his staff. The general paid the regular 
toll for himself and his staff followed 
his example. 
“Hut,” said the general as lie passed 
through, 
“I 
cannot 
vouch 
for 
my 
army.” 
When the soldiers came up Mrs. Hill­ 
man rained the polo. but stood at lier 
post all day long and kept tally and 
after the w ar she sent the bill 
to 
Washington and It was promptly paid. 
General Sheridan 
passed 
through 
( this gate again on his famous rich* from 
Winchester. 
Gen. Stonewall Jackson, 
In 
his valley campaign, 
frequently 
passed through it, always paying toll.

Prominent Surgeon Points Out Danger 
In Taking Too Hot Foods Into 
the Stomach. 


Dr. William J. Mayo of Rochester, 
Minn., now m ajor In tin* United States 
army, says that Att per cent of all can­ 
cers of civilized man are in the Stom­ 
ach, and this condition is uncommon 
among primitive nom and animals. He 
believes thrtt many such cancers are 
caused by chronic ulceration of the 
stomach. 
Doctor Mayo told the national ses­ 
sion of the Clinical Congress of Sur­ 
geons of North America that men had J 
cancer of the stomach more frequent­ 
ly than women be*-ause man is in the 
habit of taking his food hotter than 
the average woman takes hers.
